“Hybrid Solar Auto” is 
equipped with a solar sun roof 
Present at the presentation of 
this new innovative cost-sa¬ 
ving vehicle were ELMAR’s 
customer Relations Manager, 
Wanda Broeksema, and Chief 
Commercial Officer of Garage 
Cordia, Mr. Honman Chow. 

The Hybrid Solar Auto is 
capable of running on gasoline 
as well as on electricity. The 
driver can operate the vehicle 
using both sources of energy. 
The two engines provide com¬ 
plete force until the vehicle 
reaches 20% which is the level 
for charging the batteries. After 
the engine reaches this barrier, 
it changes automatically into 
the “hybrid mode.” 

The vehicle comes 
equipped with a button that al¬ 
lows the driver to choose to 
switch to electricity that will 
allow the auto to reach an ave¬ 
rage of 64 to 97km per hour for 
a distance of almost 480km 
when it is fully charged. 

A solar panel is affixed to 
the roof of the car which ab¬ 
sorbs solar energy that auto¬ 
matically charges the battery. 
Aruba’s constant sun is the 
ideal climate which will result 
in a tremendous saving on 
gasoline. 

Charging the battery at 
home will take more or less 9 
hours! The battery is good for 
2000 charges. The F3DM con¬ 
sumes around 16kWh for 
every 100 km driven. 

Operational cost of this 
type of vehicle in the United 
States is calculated to be be¬ 
tween US$1.44 and US$2.72 
for every 100 km. This is 
based on the residential elec¬ 
tricity tariff of the US which 


varies between 9 to 17 cents 
per kWh. 

There are no concrete esti¬ 
mates for Aruba at this time.

Dialysis Mom gives birth to healthy 
baby! 


On Saturday, December 17, a 
team of medical specialists 
teamed up together on a very 
unique birth delivery. The new 
Mom, Susi Petrochi and Dad 
Ricky Wever are proud parents 
today of a baby boy, named, 
Rishon, who saw daylight for 
the first time at 11:57am. Ris¬ 
hon was born after 36 weeks 
weighing in at 1905 grams. 
What made this brith so unique 
is that the mother is a dialysis 
patient who has been undergo¬ 
ing twice weekly dialysis even 
before she became pregnant. 
For this reason it was neces¬ 
sary to form a team of special¬ 
ist to ensure a successful 
delivery. 

It is a known fact world¬ 
wide that the combination of 
Dialysis and pregnancy is very 
risky. The normal pregnancy 
term in these cases is 30 
weeks, but they succeeded in 
reaching 36 weeks which is the 
time span that a baby is ex¬ 
pected to be fully developed. 

A few days before delivery 
the patient was admitted to the 
Hospital to maintain an inten¬ 
sive control on her and on the 
baby. On the 17th of December 
a team of medical specialists 
made the decision to not wait 



any longer be¬ 
cause the 
weight of the 
bay was not 
increasing. 

The team of 
specialists 
consisted of 
Nephrologist 
Dr. Romeo 
Kock, Gyne¬ 
cologist Dr. 

Wouter Huis- 
man, Pediatri¬ 
cian Dr. Joel 
Raynherc and 
Anethesiolo- 
gist Dr. Ovidio Perez. 

During the pregnancy the 
Gynecologist consistently 
monitored the situation while 
the Nephrologist treated the 
patient with Dialysis. Early on 
they alerted the Anesthesiolo¬ 
gist of the situation so that he 
could be on the alert of the sit¬ 
uation. In the same fashion 
they alerted the Pediatrician so 
that the moment the baby is 
born he could take charge of 
the care of the newborn baby. 

A team of 18 members of 
the staff were involved during 
the treatment of the patient and 
her baby. 

The successful outcome is 


certainly attributed to the ex¬ 
cellent cooperation and com¬ 
munication between the team 
of specialists. This was a rather 
unique delivery which de¬ 
serves much praise because of 
its successful outcome.

EU nations ’dismayed* by 
new Israeli settlements 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
European Union powers led 
condemnation by UN Security 
Council members yesterday of 
Israel's increased settlements 
in the occupied territories and 
growing attacks by settlers on 
Palestinians. 

Britain, France, Germany 
and Portugal said in a joint 
statement after a council meet¬ 
ing on the Middle East conflict 
that they were "dismayed by 
these wholly negative develop¬ 
ments" and the threat they pose 
to the peace process. 

The four council members 
called for strong measures by 
the Israeli government to halt 
attacks on mosques and Pales¬ 
tinians by extremist settlers. 

South Africa, India and 
Brazil launched their own con¬ 
demnation, while Russia's UN 
envoy questioned whether a 
two-state solution to the Israel- 
Palestinian conflict was now 
possible. 

The four European coun¬ 
tries said Israel's announce¬ 
ments of accelerated settle¬ 
ment building send a "devas¬ 
tating" message, and urged the 
Jewish state to reverse the 
plans. 

"The viability of the Pales¬ 
tinian state that we want to see 
and the two-state solution that 
is essential for Israel's long¬ 
term security are threatened by 
the systematic and deliberate 
expansion of settlements," 
added the statement read by 
Britain's UN Ambassador 
Mark Lyall Grant. 

The Europeans welcomed 


Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu's vow to clamp down 
on extremists and called "on 
the Israeli government to fulfill 
its commitment to bring the 
perpetrators to justice and to 
put an end to impunity." 

Netanyahu called the attacks 
on Arabs, mosques as well as 
Israeli soldiers and police "a 
stain on Israel's democracy." 

The UN ambassadors ap¬ 
peared before reporters after a 
UN briefing on efforts to bring 
Israelis and Palestinians back 
to direct talks, deadlocked 
since September 2010. 

The Palestinian leadership 
has refused talks while settle¬ 
ment construction goes ahead 
and, frustrated by the negotia¬ 
tion deadlock, has sought full 
UN membership in a bid to 
raise its international profile. 

A host of UN members 
came out to criticize Israel 
after the briefing. 

Speaking for Brazil, India 
and South Africa, Brazil's UN 
Ambassador Maria Luiza 
Ribeiro Viotti said the emerg¬ 
ing powers were "deeply dis¬ 
turbed" by events and called 
the settlements "a major obsta¬ 
cle to peace." 

Russia's UN envoy, Vitaly 
Churkin, said his government 
was gravely concerned by the 
new settlements, which the UN 
has reaffirmed breach interna¬ 
tional law. The ambassador 
said the construction was 
"clearly putting in question the 
possibility of the two-state so¬ 
lution."

Killer 
blizzard 
blankets 
central US 



CHICAGO (AFP) - A mas¬ 
sive winter storm blamed for 
at least six deaths made travel 
nearly impossible in parts of 
the central United States yes¬ 
terday, the National Weather 
Service said. 

’’Blizzard conditions that 
caused fatal accidents and 
rendered highways impassa¬ 
ble in five states crawled 
deeper into the Great Plains 
early yesterday,” the weather 
service said. 

’’Hotels filled up quickly 
along major roadways from 
eastern New Mexico to 
Kansas, and nearly 100 res¬ 
cue calls came in from mo¬ 
torists in the Texas 
Panhandle.” 

Snow drifts reached 10 
feet (three meters) in parts of 
Colorado after strong winds 
whipped at the 15 inches (38 
centimeters) of snow had 
fallen since the storm began 
late Sunday. 

Parts of New Mexico were 
blanketed by two feet of 
snow (61 centimeters) while 
Kansas got up to a foot of 
snow (30 centimeters) . 

While the heaviest snow¬ 
fall had mostly ended by 
midday yesterday, blizzard 
conditions continued in many 
areas as strong winds of up to 
50 miles (80 kilometers) per 
hour whipped up heavy white 
flakes, the weather service 
said. 


Morgan believes no hacking at UK's Mirror tabloid 


LONDON (AFP) - CNN chat 
show host Piers Morgan told 
the British press ethics inquiry 
yesterday that he had no reason 
to believe phone hacking went 
on at the Daily Mirror during 
his editorship of the tabloid. 

Morgan did not want to 
elaborate on the circumstances 
in which he heard a voice mes¬ 
sage left by Beatles star Paul 
McCartney on his then-wife 
Heather Mills. 


He said he was never ’’di¬ 
rectly involved” in hiring pri¬ 
vate investigators at the 
Mirror, which he edited be¬ 
tween 1995 and 2004. 

Morgan, who also edited 
the now-defunct News of the 
World from 1994 to 1995, 
gave evidence to the inquiry in 
London via video-link from 
the United States. The televi¬ 
sion show host said he was un¬ 
aware of any phone hacking 


going on at the Mirror under 
his leadership, saying: "To the 
best of my recollection, I do 
not believe so. 

’’Not a single person has 
made a formal or legal com¬ 
plaint against the Daily Mirror 
for phone hacking.” 

Asked if he had ever seen 
phone hacking going on, he 
said ”no”, adding that he was 
”100 percent” sure. 

The inquiry into the ethics, 


culture and practices of the 
British press, being heard by 
judge Brian Leveson was set up 
by Prime Minister David 
Cameron following the closure 
of the News of the World in July. 

"Have you listened to 
recordings of what you knew 
to be illegally obtained voice- 
mail messages?” Leveson 
asked Morgan. 

The former editor replied: 
”1 don't believe so, no.” 


Morgan was asked about a 
voice message he heard which 
was left by McCartney for 
Mills when the couple were 
suffering problems with their 
marriage. 

Morgan refused to tell the in¬ 
quiry about the details of when 
he heard the message because 
he wanted to protect his source. 

Asked if it was a voicemail 
message, Morgan replied: ”1 
believe it was, yes.”

France may order 30,000 
women to remove implants 



PARIS (AFP) - Up to 30,000 
French women and perhaps 
tens of thousands more around 
the world may need to have 
defective breast implants re¬ 
moved after several suspicious 
cancer cases, officials said. 

A decision on whether to 
order the removal of the im¬ 
plants, produced by the Poly 
Implant Prothese (PIP) com¬ 
pany, will be made by the end 


of the week, after a report 
from the National Cancer In¬ 
stitute on December 23. 

Quoting several senior med¬ 
ical officials, French newspa¬ 
per Liberation reported 
Tuesday that the decision had 
already been made and that 
health authorities will order 
the implants to be removed. 

It was not immediately clear 
how many foreign women 
have been given PIP products 
but the firm was once the 
world’s third-largest producer 
of silicone implants, produc¬ 
ing 100,000 per year and ex¬ 
porting 80 percent of its 
output. 

Liberation said 300,000 
women around the world had 
received PIP implants. 

PIP was shut down and its 
product banned last year after 
it was revealed to have been 


using non-authorised silicone 
gel that caused abnormally 
high rupture rates of its im¬ 
plants. 

Health officials said last 
week that eight cases of can¬ 
cer, mainly breast cancer, had 
been reported in women who 
had received the PIP implants. 

"It is urgent for all women 
who have PIP implants to re¬ 
turn to see their surgeons," 
Pecresse, the French govern¬ 
ment spokeswoman, told LCI 
television, adding that costs of 
removal would be covered by 
state health insurance. 

She said that, before the 
government announces its ac¬ 
tion plan this week, "we must 
first of all proceed with a cen¬ 
sus of women who received 
these implants and are poten¬ 
tially in danger."

Blood pressure meds 
extend long-term life 
expectancy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Peo¬ 
ple who took blood pressure 
medicine during a 1980s clin¬ 
ical trial showed longer life 
expectancy two decades later 
than people who took a 
placebo, a US study said on 
Tuesday. 

The randomized trial in¬ 
cluded 4,736 patients aged 60 
and over who had high blood 
pressure. Some were given a 
drug called chlorthalidone and 
others were given a sugar pill 
for a 4.5 year period begin¬ 
ning in 1985. 

At the end of the Systolic 
Hypertension in the Elderly 
Program (SHEP) trial, all par¬ 
ticipants were advised to 
begin following the drug regi¬ 
men. 

Recently, researchers in 
New Jersey decided to go 
back over the data, in consul¬ 
tation with the National Death 
Index, to see if the therapy had 
any impact on long-term life 
expectancy. 

Indeed, they found that 
those who had taken 
chlorthalidone lived several 
months longer than those who 
had taken the placebo, accord¬ 
ing to the findings published 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

Those who took the drug 
lived 158 days longer before 
dying of cardiovascular 
causes than people who had 
taken the placebo, and 105 
days longer when it came to 
dying of any cause. 

"The gain in life ex¬ 
pectancy free from cardiovas¬ 
cular death corresponds with 
one day (0.89 days) gained per 
month of treatment," said the 
study. 


"For all-cause mortality, 
the gain in life expectancy 
from one month of antihyper¬ 
tensive drug treatment was es¬ 
timated at a half day (0.59 
days)." 

The study, led by John 
Kostis of the University of 
Medicine and Dentistry of 
New Jersey-Robert Wood 
Johnson Medical School, 
should send a "strong mes¬ 
sage" to patients and doctors 
about the benefits of anti-hy¬ 
pertensive therapy, it con¬ 
cluded. 

Left uncontrolled, high 
blood pressure — defined as 
140/90 mmHg (millimeters of 
mercury) or above most of the 
time — can lead to heart fail¬ 
ure, stroke, and kidney dis¬ 
ease. 

About one in three US 
adults has hypertension, ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention. 

The research was funded 
by the National Heart, Lung, 
and Blood Institute, the Na¬ 
tional Institute on Aging, and 
the Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation.

Prosecutors in Marseille, near 
the firm's home base of 
Seyne-sur-Mer, have re¬ 
ceived more than 2,000 com¬ 
plaints from women who 
received the implants and 
have opened a criminal in¬ 
vestigation into the firm. 

Laurent Lantieri, one of 
France's best-known cos¬ 
metic surgeons and a member 
of a health department com¬ 
mittee on the issue, told Lib¬ 
eration there was no choice 
but to order the implants' re¬ 
moval. 


"We all agree on the neces¬ 
sity of this decision," he said. 

"We are facing a health cri¬ 
sis linked with a fraud. The 
entire profession is aware of 
this. There is no urgency but 
we no longer have any choice 
— all these implants must be 
removed." 

So far 523 women who re¬ 
ceived PIP implants have had 
them removed, Liberation 
said. 

The newspaper quoted 
France's director general for 


health, Jean-Yves Grail, as 
saying that while the state 
would cover the costs of re¬ 
moving implants, it would 
not pay for implanting new 
ones unless the women in¬ 
volved had reconstructive 


surgery following a mastec¬ 
tomy. 

"This does not shock me," 
Lantieri said. "It is not up to 
society, in a time of crisis, to 
pay for a new implant for aes¬ 
thetic reasons." 


TAIPEI (AFP) - Taiwan's lead¬ 
ing smartphone maker HTC on 
Tuesday hailed a victory fol¬ 
lowing a "better-than-ex- 
pected" US ruling that it had 
partially infringed a patent 
owned by the US technology 
giant Apple. 

The US International Trade 
Commission on Monday or¬ 
dered HTC to stop importing 
by April 19 smartphones in to 
the United States that used cer¬ 
tain patents by Apple. 

However, the commission 
said HTC had violated just one 
of the several patents claimed 
by Apple in a complaint filed 
by US firm in March last year. 

The decision reversed a pre¬ 
vious ruling that HTC had bro¬ 
ken multiple claims of two 
separate patents. 

"This decision is a win for 
HTC... We are very pleased 
with the determination and we 
respect it," the company said 
in a statement. 

The news was welcomed by 
investors, with HTC shares 
closing up by their seven per¬ 
cent daily limit at Tw$476.0 in 
Taipei trading. 

HTC described the patent it 
had broken as a "small user in¬ 
terface experience" and it 
would "completely remove it 
from all of our phones soon", 
meaning it was unlikely to af¬ 
fect the firm's sales in the 
United States too much. 

"The outcome of the final 
ruling is better than the market 
had expected, as most of the 
affected items were old models 
the company put on the market 
last year," said Mars Hsu of 
Grand Cathay Securities. 

"Besides, I believe HTC has 
sufficient time to make adjust¬ 
ments on its design and market¬ 
ing strategy before April 19." 

HTC touts its own brand of 
smartphones and also makes 
handsets for a number of lead¬ 
ing US companies, including 
Google's Nexus One. 

Patent lawsuits are a regular 
occurrence among technology 
giants. Apple is currently 
being sued by Finland's Nokia 
for patent infringement, and 
has fired back a countersuit 
against the mobile phone 
giant.

Car makers risk 10 bn euro fine for 
EU carbon breach 


PARIS (AFP) - A handful of 
carmakers risk potential fines 
of 10 billion euros ($13 bil¬ 
lion) for failing to meet Euro¬ 
pean targets on carbon emi¬ 
ssions in 2012, the European 
Environment Agency (EEA) 
said yestrerday. 

"If car manufacturers make 
no further improvements in 
carbon efficiency of new cars 
between 2010 and 2012, non- 
compliant manufacturers could 
face fines which in total would 
add up to 10 billion euros," the 
EAA said. 

Large auto manufacturers 
face being fined if they fail to 
meet a directive for lowering 
emissions of carbon dioxide 
(C02), the principal green¬ 
house gas. 

The emissions target across 
the industry is an average of 
130 grams of C02 per kilome¬ 
ter per new passenger vehicle. 
Within this collective target, 
companies have individual 
goals based on the average of 


their fleet. 

From 2012, 65 percent of a 
company's newly-registered 
cars in the European Union 
must meet the target. In 2013, 
the threshold will rise to 75 per¬ 
cent, to 80 percent in 2014 and 
finally 100 percent in 2015. 

As of 2010, 32 manufactu¬ 
rers representing almost 80 
percent of new registrations 
achieved the 2012 objective, 
the Copenhagen-based agency 
said in a report. 

Those in front are Japan's 
Toyota, followed by the French 
companies Renault and Peu- 
geot-Citroen, which also are be¬ 
tween just one and five grams 
short of their 2015 targets. 

Laggards are Daimler, 
Skoda, General Motors-Dae- 
woo, Nissan, Mazda and 
Dacia. 

"Today, people use many 
forms of transport but cars still 
represent a big part of every¬ 
day life," EAA Executive Di¬ 
rector Jacqueline McGlade 


said. 

"The data show that most 
car manufacturers have already 
met their individual 2012 tar¬ 
gets. However, several others 
need to continue their current 
trend of year-on-year effi¬ 
ciency improvements." 

The directive offers flexi¬ 
bility to manufacturers who in¬ 
troduce cars with very low — 
less than 50 grams of C02 per 
kilometer — emissions, who 
make vehicles that run on E85 
biofuels or who use experi¬ 
mental C02-reducing technol¬ 
ogy* 

Road transport accounts for 
17.5 percent of Europe's over¬ 
all greenhouse gas emissions 
which increased by 23 percent 
between 1990 and 2009, the 
EAA said. 

In 2010, the average emis¬ 
sion level of a new car regis¬ 
tered in the 27 EU nations was 
140.3 grams of C02 per kilo¬ 
meter, compared with the EU 
2020 target of 95 grams. 


Obama warns economy at risk in tax fight 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama yes¬ 
terday warned the "fragile" US 
economy could be impacted by 
a failure to extend a payroll tax 
cut, and called on Republicans 
to reverse their refusal to act 
now. 

"Right now the recovery is 
fragile but it is moving in the 
right direction," Obama told 
reporters at the White House 
after House Republicans 
blocked a Senate compromise 
to extend the tax break for two 
months. 

The impasse "could have 


effects not only on families but 
on the economy as a whole," 
Obama said. 

The Republican-controlled 
House did not specifically vote 
down a Senate compromise on 
the measure, but agreed by 229 
votes to 193 to appoint a team 
of negotiators to broker a new 
compromise bill with senators. 

But since the unemploy¬ 
ment benefits for around two 
million jobless workers expire 
at the end of the month, and 
payroll taxes are set to increase 
from 4.2 percent to 6.2 per¬ 
cent, the move sparked year-

end political uproar. 

"Right now the bipartisan 
compromise that was reached 
on Saturday is the only viable 
way to prevent a tax hike on 
January 1," Obama said. 

"Let's not play brinksman- 
ship, the American people are 
weary of it, they are tired of 
it... I am calling on the speaker 
and the House Republican 
leadership to bring the Senate 
bill up for a vote," Obama said.

Heading abroad, Venezuela's 
Chavez eyes Mercosur 


MONTEVIDEO (AFP) - 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez, making his first offi¬ 
cial trip abroad since his can¬ 
cer treatment, yesterday 
pressed for his country's mem¬ 
bership in the South American 
trade group Mercosur. 

Chavez told journalists at 
the Mercosur summit meeting 
in Montevideo that it would be 
"very positive" to expand the 
South American customs 
union to the Caribbean in the 
north and to the Pacific, with 
the addition of Ecuador. 

Venezuela's membership 
was approved by the presi¬ 
dents of the four member states 
— Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay 
and Paraguay — but the addi¬ 


tion has not been ratified by 
Paraguay's legislature. 

Ecuador is among the asso¬ 
ciate members of the group 
and its president, Chavez ally 
Rafael Correa, is also pressing 
for full membership. 

Mercosur, which is cele¬ 
brating its 20th anniversary, is 
struggling to find its direction 
amid a tumultuous global eco¬ 
nomic situation. 

Uruguayan Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Luis Almagro said Jose 
Mujica of Uruguay and Fer¬ 
nando Lugo of Paraguay 
agreed to a "common position" 
that seeks to "move forward" 
on the membership of Vene¬ 
zuela.

Football! Barca still a cut above 
in time of crisis for Liga 


PARIS, (AFP) - Real Madrid 
and Barcelona will always be 
judged by how well they per¬ 
form against each other, and in 
that regard a mere glance at the 
results of the year's seven Cla- 
sicos would suggest that not 
too much has changed in 12 
months. 

Barcelona have been domi¬ 
nant ever since Pep Guardiola 
took over as coach in 2008, 
and on December 10 the Cata¬ 
lans displayed tremendous 
nerve to come from behind 
and beat Real Madrid 3-1 at 
the Bemabeu. 

The result was not enough 
for them to end 2011 on top of 
La Liga — Madrid are three 
points clear — but the defend¬ 
ing champions proved that 
they remain the team to beat. 

In late November 2010 the 
Madrid camp was in shock 
after their 5-0 hammering at 
the Camp Nou. 

But while Madrid and 
Mourinho have made real 
progress since then, in seven 
Clasicos this year — two in La 
Liga, two in the Champions 
League, two in the Spanish Su¬ 
percup, and the Copa del Rey 
final — Barcelona have won 
three, while Madrid have won 
just one. 

That one victory came in 
extra-time in the Copa del Rey 
final in April, when a brilliant 
Cristiano Ronaldo header 
handed Real the Cup for the 
first time in 18 years. 

However, Mourinho in¬ 
sisted recently that if he could 
only win one Clasico in 2011, 


it would always have been the 
Copa final, because there was 
a trophy on offer. 

"You cannot call our year a 
failure when we are on top of 
the table, having reached the 
semi-finals of the Champions 
League and won the Cup last 
season," said a defiant Mour¬ 
inho. 

Questions could be asked 
about Barcelona's hunger after 
another exceptional year in 
which five trophies were won, 
including a third straight 
league title and another Cham¬ 
pions League. 

However, Guardiola's side 
have proven time and again 
that finding motivation is not a 
problem, and the mere pres¬ 
ence of Mourinho in the 
enemy dugout keeps them 
going. 

Guardiola deserves enor¬ 
mous credit for refusing to rest 
on his laurels and overseeing 
the tactical evolution of his 
team in an attempt to stay one 
step ahead. 

Guardiola is also helped by 
being able to call on Lionel 
Messi, and the Argentine's in¬ 
dividual battle with Ronaldo 
has been fascinating. 

The two best players in the 
world continue to score goals 
at an astonishing rate — both 
netted 53 goals in all competi¬ 
tions in 2010-11, and both av¬ 
erage more than a goal a game 
this season. 

While Messi has 17 in the 
league so far, Ronaldo has 20. 

But the gap between 
Barcelona and Real Madrid 


and the rest continues to 
widen. 

The big two can rely on tel¬ 
evision revenue that far out¬ 
strips that of the rest of the 
division, and the other clubs 
have made moves to push for 
a new collective TV deal. 
Even if they invariably are, the 
rest should not be forgotten. 
As Villarreal president Fer¬ 
nando Roig said: "I'd like to 
see Madrid and Barcelona 
have a league that consists 
only of the clasicos — that 
would be pretty boring." 

He is right, but the global 
economic financial crisis has 
hit hard — Valencia have lost 
David Villa, David Silva and 
Juan Mata in the last 18 
months, but remain the third- 
best team in the country. 

Sevilla, Atletico Madrid, 
and Villarreal can no longer 
compete, while a large propor¬ 
tion of La Liga clubs have no 
shirt sponsor.

"The insulting words used by 
Mr Suarez included a refer¬ 
ence to Mr Evra's colour 
within the meaning of Rule 
E3(2); 

"Mr Suarez shall be warned 
as to his future conduct, be 
suspended for eight matches 
covering all first team compet¬ 
itive matches and fined the 
sum of £40,000; 

"The (penalty) is suspended 
pending the outcome of any 
appeal lodged by Mr Suarez 
against this decision." 

Suarez always denied the 
charge and Liverpool were 
firm in support of their player, 
with manager Kenny Dalglish 
saying last week: "We are 
standing right beside him and 
helping him as much as we 
possibly can."

Suarez banned for racially 
abusing Evra 


LONDON (AFP) - Liverpool 
striker Luis Suarez was hit 
with an eight-game ban on 
Tuesday after a Football Asso¬ 
ciation disciplinary hearing 
found he had racially abused 
Manchester United's Patrice 
Evra. 

An unusually lengthy hear¬ 
ing that started last Wednes¬ 
day, which itself followed a 
month long investigation, 
eventually determined Suarez 

— who was also fined £40,000 

— had abused Evra during a 1- 
1 Premier League draw at An- 
field on October 15. 

Evra, speaking to French 
television station Canal Plus 
immediately after the match, 
said Suarez had racially 
abused him "more than 10 
times" during the game. 

"I was very upset," Evra 
said. "In 2011 you can't say 
things like this. He knows 
what he said, the ref knows it, 
it will come out. 


"I won't repeat what he 
said, but it was a racist word, 
and he said it more than ten 
times. He tried to wind me up. 
I won't make a huge deal out 
of it, but it's very upsetting and 
disappointing." 

And the FA disciplinary 
panel agreed with Evra, their 
statement Tuesday saying: "An 
independent regulatory com¬ 
mission has today found a 


charge of misconduct against 
Luis Suarez proven, and have 
issued a suspension for a pe¬ 
riod of eight matches as well 
as fining him £40,000, pend¬ 
ing appeal." 

The commission's ruling 
stated: "Mr Suarez used insult¬ 
ing words towards Mr Evra 
during the match contrary to 
FA Rule E3(l);

Defensive skill sparks 49ers past Steelers 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
San Francisco's top-rated de¬ 
fense forced four turnovers 
from Pittsburgh's Ben Roeth- 
lisberger and the 49ers beat 
the Steelers 20-3 on Monday 
in an NFL game hit twice by 
stadium power outages. 


The playoff-bound foes 
nearly needed candlelight at 
Candlestick Park. The start 
was delayed 20 minutes after 
an electric transformer ex¬ 
ploded 25 minutes before 
kickoff and play stopped for 
16 minutes after a second- 


quarter blackout. 

San Francisco improved to 
11-3, matching New Orleans 
for second in the National 
Conference in the fight for a 
first-round playoff bye and a 
home-field edge in the second 
round. 


The 49ers have already 
clinched their first winning 
season, division title and play¬ 
off berth since 2002. 

"It was a big game. It was 
a game about respect," 49ers 
quarterback Alex Smith said. 
"We knew it was going to be 
a battle. Our defense played 
great and we came out on top. 
We're playing well right 
now." 

The Steelers, who entered 
in control of their playoff des¬ 
tiny, fell to 10-4 and dropped 
level with Baltimore atop the 
AFC North division, needing 
a loss by the rival Ravens for 
any hope of claiming a divi¬ 
sion title and first-round bye. 

"We had an opportunity. 
We didn't seize it," Steelers 
coach Mike Tomlin said. "We 
will accept responsibility for 
that." 

Steelersquarterback Roeth- 
lisberger started despite a 
sprained left ankle, wearing a 
custom-made brace, but was 
intercepted three times and 
lost a fumble as well to help 
spark the 49ers' attack. 

"Him not being as mobile 
as he wanted hurt them a little 
bit," said 49ers defensive end 
Justin Smith. "We took ad¬ 
vantage of it." 

David Akers kicked field 
goals of 22 and 38 yards to 
give the 49ers a 6-0 half-time 
lead, each scoring drive being 
set up by an interception of a 
Roethlisberger pass. 


Stadium lights went out 
2:47 into the second quarter, 
halting the game until power 
could be restored and lights il¬ 
luminated once again. 

"It was unusual," Alex 
Smith said. "You don't expect 
to have to deal with that once 
let alone twice. It wasn't too 
bad. It was the same for both 
teams." 

Added Justin Smith, "For 
everybody out here, I don't 
think it was a big deal." 

The NFL's top top scoring 
defense lived up to its reputa¬ 
tion, keeping the Steelers out 
of the end zone. The 49ers 
have not allowed a rushing 
touchdown all season, the first 
time any NFL club has gone 
14 games without doing so. 

"That's huge. Congratula¬ 
tions to our defense for that," 
49ers coach Jim Harbaugh 
said. "The turnovers were re¬ 
ally huge for our offense. It 
was really great for our guys 
coming up with four 
turnovers." 

Pittsburgh's Shaun Su- 
isham booted a 51 -yard field 
goal 8:52 into the third quar¬ 
ter to lift the Steelers within 
6-3. 

But the 49ers answered by 
marching 79 yards with Ver¬ 
non Davis catching a one- 
yard touchdown pass from 
Alex Smith to boost the 49ers' 
lead to 13-3 with 3:44 remain¬ 
ing in the third quarter.
